What is going on in boydom in 
your town! We get glimpses 
now and then that there is a very 
important organization know as 
boys with their own ways and 
leaders. The boy of a lordly 
house may be taking orders and 
following the son of some bumble 
citizen in a way that would startle 
and provoke the aristocracy of 
which he is the hope and pride. 
And thirty years from now, these 
poor boys who have been elevated 
to tbe place of a chief will be 
found to be the responsible mem¬ 
bers of the community and in con¬ 
trol of affairs. It Is the bitter 
experience of every aristocratic 
family. The small boy is much 
more like the mature man than the 
big boy. KeaVi makes a clear 
statement: "The imagination of 
the boy is healthy, and tbe mature 
imagination of a man is healthy; 
but there is a space of life be¬ 
tween, in which the soul is in a 
ferment, the character undecided, 
the way of life uncertain, and the 
ambition thick-sighted.” It is 
never safe to judge a boy in his 
teens and then he should have the 
most careful consideration, bat if 
you could be admitted into the 
councils of the small boys, you 
could very nearly pick out the 
coming leaders of the nation.

The national department of ag¬ 
riculture has issued a bulletin 
(Farmers’ Bulletin 652) which is 
devoted largely to the sheep kill¬ 
ing dog. It estimates that if tbe 
danger of sheep being killed by 
dogs was eliminated that it would 
mean an increase in wealth in 
sheep of $144,267,000. That the 
number of sheep wonld % increase 
150 per cent. It gives it as an 
opinion tbe marked decrease in 
the number of sheep in the coun¬ 
try is due to the dog danger. 
Farmeia are loath to go into the 
sheep business extensively on ac¬ 
count of the danger form dogs. 
It is well known that the actual 
number of sheep killed is not the 
main damage done. It is the de¬ 
terrent effect in going into the 
sheep business, and the fact that 
once a herd of sheep is subjected 
tq the terror of a raid from dogs 
they do not thrive. Other experts 
in the department estimate that if 
the dog queation was actually dis¬ 
posed of that there would be five 
times as many sheep raised. In 
Great Britain there is ah average 
of one sheep to every 2:5 acres of 
land. In thirty-six farm states in 
this country there is an average 
of one sheep for each 31.8 acres of 
land. 

It is stated that the present dog 
laws do -not adequately protect the 
■beep business. West Virginia 
has probably 1 the best one, to 
judge by what the paper says on 
the subject, but here even there is 
no account taken of the damage 
done to the- survivors of a herd 
which has been harried by sheep¬ 
killing dogs. 

The suggestion baa been made 


the tax so heavy that only those 
who were willing to account for 
the dog every -moment of time 
would take out a lioense for a pet. 
It elsO makes suggestions that any 
dog without a license tag be killed 
if found off its Owner’s premeses 
unattended. 

it sounds e good deal like the 
dog law introduced in our legisla¬ 
ture last winter which raised such 
a howl of indignation over the 
State, and stirred up such adverse 
sentiment that tbe patrons of the 
bill, or at least some of them, 
were willing to say that the whole 
thing was a joke. 

Years ago when a similar law 
was offered one of the wise men 
said that the legiilature was think¬ 
ing of passing a law to promote 
murder, making .it lawful for ore 
maD to kill another man’s dog. 

If there is one thing that Poca¬ 
hontas is suited for more than an¬ 
other it is the sheep business. 
There is probably not a place in 
the world so free from sheep dis¬ 
ease. This condition is improving 
each year. Tbe old saying that 
the mountain sheep are sweeter, 
applies with full force to the mnt- 
ton raised here. Yet at the same 
time there i9 no where a greater 
number of dog lovers than we 
have here. So what are jon go¬ 
ing to do about it!
